Wc publish herewith a confidential let¬ 
ter sent out by the National Association 
of Manufacturers, and never intended to 
reach the eyes of tbe general public, 
much leas the organized w-orkers. Even 
the manufacturer to whom it was sent 
does not know that it was temporarily in 
our possession and that its reproduction 
here Is taken from a photographic cony 
of it. But it (ells a few things that the 
people ought to know, and here it is! 

In tbe first place it shows what a vigor¬ 
ous campaign the organized manufactur¬ 
ers are 8e<'retJy working against the 
organized workers, a fight made possible 
by the possc*ssinn of ready money con¬ 
tributed by the many fleecers of labor, a 
sort of vast (*orruptioD fund. And, please 
take notice, these sleek fellows call their 
game a ^"splendid patrlMic proposition." 
This is the capitalistic idea of patriotism, 
and always has been! 

The letter tells us some of the se<*reU 
of the organization. It tells how the 
poor, pitiful "Gompers* eight-hour bill" 
w'Bs killed. A bill for confiscation they 
call it! Yet a bill that merely tried to es¬ 
tablish ail eight-hour work day on gov- 
erament contract work, under the belief 
that Uncle Sam's professions of concern 
for the toilers ought to prevent him from 
grinding them all their daylight hours. 
TbaiM^-amdUiiig' "respacta^" birds 
prey, however, call It a case of confisca¬ 
tion. 

And they beat the antl-lnjunctiou bill.

And the uHs/M-iution will play 
the attorney for its members at Wnsii- 
ington, watching the departments of the 
government for them *u see that they do 
the capitalistic bidding—(he whole plan 
of capitalistic business is such sn inter¬ 
weaving of crookeilnt :>s, duplicity, and 
intrigue, that each has to be on his 
guard against all the others! 8uch an 
ideal civilization! 

And just look at some of those officers, 
will you, Mr. Wage-earner! Notice Car- 
hartt, the maker of union overalls, who 
makes such frantic bids for cuutomera 
among the working class! And the ex 
ecutive committee starts off well, w*ith an 
officer of the glass trust. And notice 
Hosg, of toe Whitehead & Uoog C!om- 
lumy. that gets ao much labor patronage 
for its buttons and badges. 

All these dlscloanres ought to spur on 
Uie woritera to closer organization, and 
more of It.

Modern Workmifmen’s Orj^anizations. 

The moriag power oi the modeni labor moTement ii not the lo-cnlled “free 
will” of the workjnimen, nor the nmbition of their leederi. There are economic 
laws, which define nnd determine tha labor morement. With the economic, po- 
litknl and eocinl conditioni the labor morement ii alio derelopint. Any rndi^ 
change ia economic life, that i«, in the production and dintrilration, compeli tlno 
a change in the nature, the Uctici nnd tbe aim of tha labor movement And 
where the necenity for this change in Ucticel proceeding, and in it* aim* and ob¬ 
ject* i* not recogniied, the ruin of the orgnnixation i* ineviUble. 

Tbe trade* onion movement of today i* different in it* nature, it* aim and 
purpoae from the old Engliah trade* onion movement, which correiponded more 
to tbe guilds, and in fact represented them. The revolution in tbe industrial 
world, the introduction of steam and electricity, and tbe nse of nuchinery on a 
large scale which resulted from theee, as well as the introduction of the railway, 
tbe telegtaph, etc, dealt n death-blow once for an to the guild organisation*. 

The old gnild organixations recogniied only ahiUed hnnd-workerx. The prlnt- 
ns’ guild, the ahoemaktrs’ gnild, the tailors* guild, and so forth—each guild with 
its own guild pride, the pride of nrtiaana or artistil But the economic revolntion 
(zerciaed its snpreme power. The members of tho guild fraternities were tom 
out of their narrow circle, out of their little work-shops, in which father, grand¬ 
father and great-grandfather bad carried on their bandinaft. Against their wiU 
they were brought together in great work-ihops and factories, wtoe dosena, hun¬ 
dreds, tbonaandi of wage-workeri, a* “machine-tenders” and “machine-hands”— 
as joint-workers, each one a small part of the machine of production—wrought 
together for one and the same workman, who became the last owner of the 
means of production and the toola From that hour, when the workingman loat 
hia own tool, hand-work came to an end. 

Tbe introduction of machinery rendered poeaible the employment of nn- 
Jcilled Uboiers in increased nnmbera Women and children, because they were 
cheaper, stepped into the jdacee of the men. Now for the first time, to the artis¬ 
tic hand-worker tbe serious truth presented itself that unskilled or “common” 
laborers are alio men and have the same rights aa the ablled wage-workets, and 
that the labor of this large portion of wage-workers is under some circtimaUncee 
aa useful and necessary as th, labor of hand-workers. As the musician* found 
themselves gradually compelled to come down from the pinnacles of “high art” 
and make common cauie with organised labor, to consider themselves wage¬ 
workers and act accordingly, just ao the workingmc". erganixed by trade* must 
learn, for the sake or self-preservation, to recognixe unikilled workmen and draw 
them into the circle of organixation. 

Thu* at last we have reached a point where no distinction ia known any 
longer in the labor movement, and a* to the rights and duties of akiUod and un- 
skiUed laborers the leveling process must be recognised which the machine has 
actually accomplished. The joiner and cabinet-maker are degraded into wood¬ 
workers, the printer to a type-setter, the shoemaker to a ahos-worksr, the car¬ 
penter to a wood-chopper, and so forth. Tbe extinction of apocial advantages 
to individuals, through technical development, unites the whole working class 
into one body. 

Tbe wonderfully rapid concentration of capital in this country compels the 
workingmen to draw closer together and to organise moie compactly, if theii 
fight is not to be absolutely hi^elesa. Once they fou^t ia companies against 
individual manufacturers, then in battalions and regiments against single cor¬ 
porations, and now they are fighting against the truats in whole armies. Taka 
for example the Pennsylvania c^ fields. ___ 

Bnt now a new view-point must be considered. A contest between the 
master shoemaker of old and his handfni of journeymen could be .regarded aa a 
private afiair. A battle between a street railway company and thousands of 
employes, or of n coal ring with hundreds of thousands, is no longer a private 
matter. It becomes a public afiair. A conaUatly increasing portion of aodaty 
will be nude to suffer in such fights. Thia cannot continue, it will beconu in¬ 
tolerable. The wage-workers, whose ancceia in the economic field has now be¬ 
come much more difficult, must call politics to their aid, for thare their numbers 
are an advantage. The interests of the public and tha workingmeu here mn par¬ 
allel. The interference of t^ government ia given, becanae the capitalist is now 
replaced by a company crentad by the government nnd cubject to ita juriadiction 
more immediatdy than ia an individoal. The labor movement therefore cannot 
oe maintained on an economic baiu; it mnat take A political tnriL And indeed 
there in a gradual devalopinont of thia in Fn gl iah-ap enldBg eonatiiaa. Hera aa 
independent political labor pn^, aoch aa aaoMs in tha cenntiie* of the EuiopeaB 
continent, ia not suddenly becoi^g the order of the day. At first there ware 
only experiments, threats of the labor vote, preesure brought to bear on the old 
party poUticians. We see thia to a certain extent in thia county even today, for 
instance Gompers and his crowd. Bnt these mistaken notions will soon pass away 
entirdy. And the end is ineviUUe that sU the workingmen, and especially tbe 
tiadec onion men, will orgnnlsa poUtieally and independoetly in tha Social Demo¬ 
cratic party, nnd conscionsly carry on the clast ttruggla in the field of poUUca. 
In this country, it has been tbe Geiman unmigmnU who, with n better nnder- 
standing of the eocial situation and the movement, hava nude the first bagin- 
ning; ail signs, however, indicate that 
the American workingmen aa a nuaa will 
soon wheel into line.

There is a murder trial on in Milwau¬ 
kee and three insanity experts will re¬ 
ceive a total of $1500 in wiineaa fees ont 
of the pabUc treasury, because called to 
testify in behalf of the state.

There are many 
hard-working toilera who bare spent as 
many years to learn their trades as these 
gay blood-sacking doctors, and yet they 
receire acarcely more for a yearia work 
than these fine fellows get for sitting in 
court a few Jays and testifying an hoar 
or aol And it la interesting to note that 
toe expert doctors who teatifled in the 
case testified very positiTely the way toe 
ride toat waa paying their fees wanted 
them to--a decid^ly farcical procednre. 
It ia abont time that experts were anb- 
poenaed by the trial jndge, paid tbe same 
fee 18 other witnesses, snd left free to 
give an unbiased opinion. 

Two years ago toe claim waa made by 
a railroad lobbyist at Madison toat In too 
past alxteen years no bill had passed tbe 
Wisconsin Legialatore witbont the con¬ 
sent of toe railroads.

They found 
themselves np against the glaring, scowl¬ 
ing visage of thu child-labor employer, a 
very numerons gentleman these days, 
and eminently respectable—and resource¬ 
ful! A good big Manufacturers* Asso¬ 
ciation lobby, with the railroad lobby 
suppport. says the bill ahall not pass. 
It says tbe right of toe child to have an 
education ahall not stand in the way of 
“buainesa interests." 


A poor fellow, who wanted to reach tbe 
bedside of his rick mother In Minneapolis, 
waa horriblr mangled by the fast mail 
train oo which he was atealing a ride aa 
it came in to the paHseoger atatlon at 
Milwaukee last Hsturday.

How could you expect thoee who did 
not bdlere in the opium war to be loyal 
to those reaponaible for it? How can yon 
expect the starring Hindoo to be loyal 
to a nation that lets him die when two 
bits would keep him alire for a month, 
nnd tb<m jgeta up a dnrbar or proxy coro¬ 
nation with Mren and a half mllra of 
elephants UteraUy blaring with gold and 
ailrer and predoua sionea? 1 am "sing 
the word loyal now in the eenae of obedi¬ 
ence. How can you expect thoee who 
see in the (mlum-curaed Chioaman and 
the starring Hindoo and Finn fellow men 
to be “loyal?** How can yon expect 
“loyalty” from the Scotch Crofter? If 
be could eee past the mao who ericted 
him there wouldn't be much patriotism 
about him. How can you expect the 
Philipino to be “loyal” to the conntry 
which now owns him, baring bought and 
paid for him? He at anr rate cannot 
brag of “hia” country. How can the 
despised negro feel 'loyal” to those who 
deprive him by force or fraud of his 
franchise, but greater than all, because 
; a greater number are affected, la the 
oaeatioo: How can the worldng class of 
these nations be “loral?” That kind of 
loyalty that spells blind -obedleace. even 
blind worship? Conrider their misery, 
their bare lives, conaUtiog of a bare three 
meals a day (if they are lucky e nough to

hare a master).) and a faw hoort' siren.; 
Often the meals dwindle down to an nl-1 
meet invisible ptdnt, and the aleep to' 
miserable ’inconaclouanees eeeured In the 
moat miserable shelter. Even at 
the beat how many of the working class 
lenlly lire full, complete Uree? Jndgea 
hare granted injnnctiona almost beyond 
credence in some eases. One instance. 
Dn^ a great strike the friends of the 
striken from all over the world sent 
^em money to buy food. Food was 
tyugfat, loaded on can, and 4riiipped to 
the strikers. The traffic compamea an- 
dearored to sidetrack and lose or bold 
unUI the periahable goods spoiled, but 
foiled in this, their friends, the judges, 
granted an injonctioo forbidding the 
ownen of the goods to distribute them. 
Would you be loyal in auch a case? I 
doubt iL Thousands of such ca sta show¬ 
ing that the anthoritiea back np the op- 
preason hare been menrioned in the 
press, without condemnatloa. and even 
the pulpit glosses over the acts of the op¬ 
pressor. 

What then must be done? Simply 
abolish the competitive system, and usher 
in the co-operative commonwealth. Do 
away with a system that lines one class 
up against another class, the laborers 


against the capitalists, In a gigantic 
■txnggle, the one for power and its re- 
snlta, the other for justice and its r»- 
suits. And who are orgiog thia? Ttxe 
Kciallst party, and no other party, can 
lay claim to loyalty on the grounds laid 
down. The Socialist party pf the world, 
the (mly party whose slogan is the same 
the worid orer. “Workers of the world, 
unite; you bare a world to grin aim 
nothing to lose but your chains.** The 
oniy party whose working programme ia 
the same the world oyer, whooe demand 
Is the abolition of the power of one class 
to oppress another class, and who to ao- 
compUah this emphasise with all their 
power the fact that these classes are not, 
can not be, working in harmony, but are 
engaged In a struggle, the one for power, 
the other for fr^om, sod who insist 
that until the woricera know and see that 
their Interests are being trampled upon 
by the non-workera, who are also their 
rulers, and organise Into a class con- 
^ious political party haring for ita ob¬ 
ject the abolition of the competltire sys¬ 
tem with its wage slsTery, they will con- 
unpe to be ruled by those who are truly 
disloyal, who cause the whole worid to 
seethe with strife.—O. Lee Charlton, Vic¬ 
toria.

IpffiHi; the livee of the working ctaaa are recklessly aacrifleed for profit, wars 
me feamnted between nations, indiscriminate slaughter is encouraged and the 
imCiwtka of whole races is sanctioned in order that the capitalists may ex- 
tmi their commercial dominion abroad and enhance their supremacy at home.
